Up to the close of the nlneteentl 


century the clothing used by civilized 
nations was made of wool. Garments 
of cotton were made to a -limited ei 
tent by the wealthy, but tbe process 
of preparation was so tedious am 
costly as to place it entirely - out o 
the reach of the common people. Bu 
tbe cotton gin of Whitney revolution 
ized all that and made the business 01 
cotton manufacture profitable.

tion was stirred with a busy life, such 
aa it never knew before, and so pop- 
ular did this manufacture become 
that it wan boldly proclaimed on al 
tbegreat business marts of the world 
"cotton was king." The most re- 
markable feature in tbe development 
of tbe cotton improvement was tbe 
fact that none of tbe inventors was in 
the remotest d.egree connected with 
cotton mtnufacture. Arkwright 
a barber, Crampton a millwright 
Watts a maker of nautical and scien 
tine instruments, and. Whitney t 
Yankee schoolmaster, and though far 
apart and unknown to each other, tbe 
works when brought together were 
found to be exactly what tbe otber 
needed, and the remarkable coinci- 
dence stands without a parallel in the 
history of mechanics. It seemed as 
though tbe wbole world was stirred 
with a spirit of invention which 
spread through our own country from 
north to south. Men met each other

IftLC days tv the west of Kamassi. 


Tie only tvhite man near him was a 


young mining prospector at Akrokerri, 
mining camp. 
- These two Englishmen, far apart and 
yet feeling thetnselve* to be neighbors, 
learned of the Ashanti rising by thi> 
-wholesale desertion of their black 
men. 


The mining prospector went to Eheahin 
for protection. It was promised him by 
the chief of the village, who gave him a 
bountiful weal of chicken. 
TVhen din- 


ner-was over, the villagers rnshed in and 
buttered the Englishman into uncon- 
sciousness 
Then they cut off his head. 


Mr. Bennett heard this terrible story 
•i he was about to move. He was power- 
less for reprisals and expectant of a sim- 
ilar fate 


On the advice of an educated native he 


went to the head Tillage Of the diipf of 
the- Dunkoto and made a dash for the 
chief's hut. 
He was well received and 


fed and promised protection. But so \vas 
the. other Englishman at Eheahin, 


While the situation was still critical, 


Mr. Bennett, who is inseparable from his 
eyeglass, even on the Gold Coust. put it 
in his eye to think matters over 
The 


"glass eye" highly amused a shiny little 
black boy, one of the chief's sons. He 
roared with laughter. Mr. Bennett grin- 
ned at him. and let the monocle drop. 


:Tht"effect .-was great. 
The Dunkotos 


made ;a circle around the Englishman, 
greatly mystified by and delighted with 
his extra eye. "I had to do some mon- 
key tricks with that eyeglass," says Mr. 
Bennett, rather shamefacedly, "and I 
completed the conquest by managing to 
screw it in the eye of one of the chief's 
wives, who strutted around proud of her 
distinction."

It became a sort of fetich. 
The, chief 


entertained him as an honored guest and 
helped in the search for the assassinated 
prospector. 
Mr. Bennett was given an 


escort and after many days of privation 
arrived safely at the coast, where he gave 
information to the officials which led to a 
punitive expedition to Eheahin.—London 
Mail.

If an American wants to go abroad 


en a cash capital of S500, there Is uo 
law to preveut, even Ir' be is a news- 


182 paper man who lias save<l aud econo- 


mized for six or seveu years to get that 
much wealth together. When I started 
out with my friend Gillatu, who was 
an artist instead of a journalist, and 
had $50 less capital as well, we took 
steerage passage oil a steamer and 
planned to do Europe ou foot aud avoid 
all extravagances. As to how we got 
along until we struck Greece and a 
certain event happened is of no great 
consequence. 
\Ve tramped here and 


there, ate, slept and had a fairly good 
time. 


From Athens we went on a tramp up 


the country, viewing tombs and ruins 
by the way, and after putting in two 
days at Marathon we started out one 
morning for a hamlet called Histro- 
phus. We were first met by about a 
dozen dogs of all sizes, ages and colors, 
and each one a worse looking dog than 
the one who ca'me after. After we had 
clubbed the pack off we were charged 
down upon by nine children of various 
sizes and ages, all of, whom needed 
soap and water. They rallied around 
us for small coin, anil not getting any 
they fell back and gave four women a 
chance. We got rid of the latter to 
encounter three men, one of whom 
could speak a little English- 
They 


were dirty, ragged villains, who did not 
hesitate to threaten us, and not a -word 
conld we get out of them about the 
ruins until we bad come down with 
backsheesh. Cillam started out after 
a bit to do some sketching, while I. 
found a place to take a nap. and the 
inhabitants of Histrophus finally got 
ont of breath begging for coins and 
trying to pet us to buy a skeleton old 
goat for S2 and went back to their flea 
infested huts. 


At the end of two hours I was awak- 


ened by some one giving me a smart 
kick <5n the hip. and I roused up to sec 
that we had been taken prisoners by 
four brigands. The fellows had come 
down off the mountains, about fonr 
miles away, having probably been no- 
tified by a messenger from the village. 
I hare many times read of the pictur- 
esque Greek brigands, but the four 
who gobbled ns up that day must have 
gone out of the picturesque business 
some weeks previous. They were a 
ragged, ugly lot. no better than the 
men of the village, and we were far 
more disgusted with their breaths than 
afraid of their knives. The leader spoke 
English fairly well, and I have always 
felt grateful to him on that account. 
All leaders of Greek brigands should 
learn three or four languages before 
proceeding to business, as it is a great 
help toward an understanding abont 
identity, money matters and so forth. 
It was the leader who had kicked me, 
which I have always taken as a com- 
pliment, and as 1 sat up he saluted nu< 
and said: 


'•My lord, you will please consider 


yourself a prisoner and come along 
without resistance." 


"But don't make any mistake on 


me." 
1- replied. 
"As near as 1 can 


make out from this short range yon 
are brigands." 


"I am Bobetto." he snid as he laid 


his hand on his heart and bowed low. 


"Excuse me that I never heard of 


you before. You are a brigand and in 
it for money, and this is your band?" 


"My lord is correct." 
"Now. about this lord business. Let 


us have an understanding. 
Who do 


you take me for?" 


"An English lord, my lord. 1 have 


been expecting you for several days. 
The name I cannot pronounce, but I 
know you to be the gentleman. Have 
no fears for your safety, as it will be 
a case of ransom." 


"This Is kind of you. If you take 


me for an English lord, who do you 
make this other chap to be?" 


"Your companion, sir. His name I 


heard, but cannot give it He will also 
be held for ransom." 


Then we started off to the west. The 


particular retreat of this band was 
half way up a mountain, and consisted 
of two brush huts and a Ore in front 
of them. We were in no manner ill 
used. They could have robbed us of 
our few dollars aud personal property, 
but they did not even search us for 
weapons. As soon as we had arrived 
at the huts, however, Bobetto brought 
out stationery and commanded me to 
write to the English 
minister at 


Athens and obtain the sum of $30,000. 
Both GillaiM and I burst out laughing 
at this demand, and after a little I 
said to the leader: 


"Of what use to play the fool in this 


matter? As I told you before, we are 
Americans, and poor men at that. We 
can raise about §200 apiece, but not 
another cent, and if you take that we 
shall lin ve to turn brigands and com- 
pete with you in business." 


"You 
may be Americans, but yon are 


my lord just the same," replied Bo- 
betto. 


"But 
there are no titles in America. 


If I should write to the American min- 
ister, he would take it as a joke. You 
haven't got a soft snap in this thing, 
old fellow. Had yon got hold of Rock- 
efeller, Gould or Vandcrbilt yon might 
have made a raise and bought a garlic 
factory, but we are almost down to 
hardpnn. Sorry for you, but you can't 
always hit it, even In the brigand busi- 
ness."

reply. It was *«nt off by a mewteucer, 
who would be gone nt least teu d»y», 
and then we went Into "retirement. 
It is the rule with all brigands who 
have a prisoner on hand to lie low and 
take no chances. 1 thought It well to 
prepare this gang for a disappointment, 
and when the messenger had departed 
I told them that he would only have 
the journey for nothing. 


"It cannot be for nothing," grimly re- 


plied Bobetto as he brought out a knife 
aud felt of Its edges. 
"If no money 


comes, then your ears go to Athens! If 
they fail to bring It, then we will send 
on your heads!". 


Sentinels were posted on the hills 


around to prevent a surprise, and we 
had nothing to do but loaf about. Bo- 
betto thought he knew the game of 
poker, and it was for us to undeceive 
him. ' In three days Gillam and I had 
won every cent he had. We offered to 
put up S2OO against our ears, but the 
brigand assured us with great dignity 
that it wasn't regular. About once a 
day I thought it my duty to inform 
Bobetto that we were moneyless Amer- 
icans and that there was nothing in it 
for him, and he always replied to me 
with a lift of the eyebrows and a shrug 
of the shoulders and the words: 


"Time will tell, my lord; time will 


tell. It has happened that I have had 
to send ears and head to Athens be- 
fore." 


For the first five days of our captivi- 


ty we were closely guarded, and there 
could be no thought of escape. Then, 
as we appeared to make ourselves at 
home, the vigilance of the brigands 
was relaxed. While only four had been 
concerned In our capture, there were 
really six In the band. One of them 
had a broken leg. and the other was 
acting as a nurse. Two sentinels were 
always stationed at points half a iriile 
away, and occasionally a brigand fell 
asleep during the day. I think it was 
on the eighth day and at about 3 
o'clock In the afternoon when the bri- 
gand nurse was sent for provisions. 
As two were acting as sentinels and 
a third was lying helpless, this left 
only two men to deal with. One of 
these was Bobetto, and be sat with his 
back to a rock dozing with the heat 
of the day. 
Gillam was lying oa his 


back, while 1 was looking carelessly at 
a Greek newspaper. 
All of a sudden 


the artist sat up and whispered to me: 


"Lefs end this right here and now! 


You tackle the leader, arid I'll go for 
the other fellow!" 


The "other fellow" was at the fire 


heaping the brands together. We rose 
up in unison and made the attack. I 
gave%old Bobetto a kick on the jaw 
which knocked him over and caused 
doleful howls, and Gillam hit his man 
such a blow on the neck as to render 
him unconscious for half an hour. 
There were two guns in camp, and we 
seized them and 'made for the high- 
way, only a mile distant. Before de- 
parting I gave the leader a tap on the 
head to quiet his yells, and so far as I 
know we were not followed a rod. We 
reached the highway just in time to 
get a lift in a passing cart and in a cou- 
ple of hours were In Marathon. As to 
the letter, it was delivered at the con- 
sulate, but was looked upon as a joke 
and the messenger sent off empty 
handed. We might have lost onr ears 
on his return, but were not there to 
have them sliced off. Bobetto died 
two years later, as I read in the pa- 
pers, and it Is said that he was badly 
disfigured by a broken jaw—the one 
"my lord" gave him with an American 
calfskin shoe.

Washington, Jan. 12.—In all 170 pri- 


me pension bills were passed at the 
lessiou of the house. The most im- 
portant was one to increase the pen- 
sion of General Americas V. Rice from 
$36 to $100. General Rice was wound- 
ed several times during the civil war 
and lost a leg at Vicksburg. He was 
formerly a member of congress from 
Ohio and was the author of the arrear- 
ages of pensions act. The senate bad 
passed a bill to increase bis pension to 
$60 and the house raised it to $100.

Washington, Jan. 12.—Attorney Gen- 


eral Griggs concluded his argument 
before the'Supreme court in behalf of 
the government In the: Porto Rican 
cases..involving the question whether 
the constitution follows the flag in our 
territorial possessions. He was fol- 
lowed by ex-Secretary of the. Treasury 
Carlisle, who held that the trainers of 
the constitution never meant to give 
to congress unlimited power over the 
lives and property of the people. Sen- 
ator Lindsay of Kentucky then began 
the argument for the plaintiff ia the 
next of the Porto Rican cases, one in- 
volving the question of whether or not 
congress had the right to make the 
trade with the islands coasting trade 
or foreign trade. 


Year's Coinage. 


Washington, Jan. 12.—Mr. George E. 


Roberts, the director of the mint, in 
his annual report shows that the coin- 
age of the past year was in excess of 
that executed in any previous year in 
the, history of the service, aggregating 
$141,351,960, as compared with $136,- 
855,676 in the last fiscal year. The 
value of the gold coinage was slightly 
below that of the previous year, being

A Number of KugKjteiuvuta Kougbt 
During tb« Week 
Manilla, Jan. 12.—The first public 


discussion of the bill to establish a de- 
partment of public instruction devel- 
oped a contest on the question of re- 
ligion in public schools. 


Interest centers in a section permit- 


ting priests and ministers to teach re- 
ligion for halt" an hour three times 
•weekly, outside of school hours, pro- 
vided the parents express a written 
desire for such instruction, and pro- 
hibiting teachers from conducting re- 
ligious exercises or teaching religion. 
The directors of the Federal party were 
represented by a committee who. al- 
though Catholics, argued strongly""in 
favor of the elimination of the section. 
Representatives of tie Central Catho- 
lic society, who appeared in behalf of 
permitting religious instruction in the 
schools, said they did not assume to 
represent the Filipinos politically, but 
religiously. They asked time for the 
preparation of a reply and were given 
until Monday. 


The civil officers of several towns in 


Zambales province met at San Antonio 
recently and signed an ultimatum to 
be sent to the insurgent leaders, notify- 
ing the insurgents that they will be 
paid 30 pesos apiece for rifles and lib- 
erated if they agree to keep quiet, set- 
ting forth that since General MacAr- 
thur's proclamation it is impossible to 
any longer contribute assistance, and 
announcing that i£ the insurgents do 
not return to their homes by Jan. 30 
they will be considered enemies of 
their people, who will then assist the 
Americans to pursue them. 


The campaign in the northern sec- 


tion of Mindanao is directed person- 
ally by Brigadier General Kobbe, with 
Headquarters at Cagayan. Colonel Birk- 
heimer, with five companies of the 
Twenty-eighth regiment, is operating 
in the mountainous region southwest 
of Cagayan. He has destroyed several 
strongholds and captured some pris- 
oners. Minor captures and surrenders 
continue in Luzon.

profession for rcvrrnl rears that yellow 
fever conJil do c.immiinir-ntod by flies, mos- 
qnltop3 and other insects, and It ha* re- 
cently been discovered that inoculation 
can be used to protect people from yellow 
over just as smallpox can be prevented by 
vaccination. The luntter is still in an ex- 
perimental stage and hns not yet reached 
that development under which medical 
men Kent-rally can safely use it. 


In order to accomplish practical ends 


and nse.crrnin how the discovery could 
best be utilized for the hnmnn welfare in 
countries subject to yellow fever epidem- 
ics Dr. Jesse W. Lazear and Dr. James 
A. Carroll, assistant surgeons of the 
1/nited States army, offered their lives 
It was quite as heroic as the act of Hob- 
son In sinking the Merrimnc to obstruct 
the channel of Santiago harbor, but com- 
pnrntively few people will ever hear of 
ttieir hfToism. They fed mosquitoes npoa 
the bodies of yellow fever patients in the 
hospital at Havana and then deliberately 
allowed those mosquitoes to attack their 
arms. The Infection of both was prompt- 
ly discovered, and they were treated with 
all tlie skill and care that their associate' 
could devise, while the study of their 
symptoms find the course of the disease 
was cnrcfjilly observed. Dr. Lazcar died, 
but Dr. Cnrroll survived,-and hi, report 
U one of the most important contribu- 
tions to the vast literature concerning 
wmtagions diseases.—Chicago Record.
